JUNE  FOLIO  COVER 

The  cover  is  by  Chaim  Gross.  Chaim  Gross  was  born  in 
March,  1904,  in  the  Carpathian  mountains  of  East  Austria. 
He  came  to  this  country  in  1921  and  studied  at  the  Educa- 
tional Alliance  Art  School,  the  Beaux  Arts  Institute,  and  at 
the  Art  Students  League.  He  won  a  national  sculpture 
prize  of  $3,000  in  1937,  under  the  Art  Program  of  the  U.S. 
Treasury;  received  the  Silver  Medal  at  the  Paris  Exposition, 
1937;  $3,000  second  prize  award  for  sculpture  at  the  Metro- 
politan Museum  of  Art,  New  York,  1942.  Prizes  at  Boston 
Arts  Festival,  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  and 
the  National  Museum  of  American  Art  in  1956.  In  1963 
he  was  awarded  the  Medal  of  Merit  for  Sculpture,  Ameri- 
can Academy  of  Arts  and  Letters  and  in  May,  1964,  in- 
ducted as  a  member  of  the  National  Institute  of  Arts  and 
Letters. 

Chaim  Gross  is  represented  in  the  Art  Institute  of  Chi- 
cago, the  Baltimore  Institute  of  Fine  Art,  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art,  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  the  Philadel- 


phia Museum  of  Fine  Art,  Bezalel  National  Museum  of 
Modern  Art,  and  many,  many  more. 

The  following  books  have  been  published  about  Chaim 
Gross  and  his  work:  Chaim  Gross — Sculptor,  by  Joseph 
Vincent  Lombardo;  Fantasy  Drawings,  by  Gross,  with  an 
introduction  by  Abraham  L.  Chanin  and  Dr.  Samuel  Atkin;

A  BROADCAST  EDITORIAL  PHILOSOPHY 

By  Bill  Scott 
Vice  President  for  Public  Affairs 
The  Straus  Broadcasting  Group 

WMCA,  the  Straus  Broadcasting  Group's  New  York  City  flagship  station,  was 
the  first  radio  station  in  the  country  to  editorialize  on  a  regular  basis.  In  1960,  we 
became  the  first  station  to  endorse  a  candidate  for  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States. 

Looking  back  now,  it  seems  odd  that  these  broadcasting  milestones  were  singled 
out  as  acts  of  audacity  or  courage  (it  depended  on  where  you  were  sitting)  at  the  time. 

The  reaction  of  broadcasters  to  our  endorsement  of  John  Kennedy  was  one  of 
keen  interest  and,  on  the  whole,  enthusiasm.  The  reaction  of  some  very  important 
politicians  was  purest  outrage. 

We  thought  the  public  reaction  was  really  the  healthiest.  It  was  pretty  much:  "so 
what  else  is  new?"  Of  the  bags  of  mail  we  received,  over  90  percent  favored  the 
endorsement,  and  the  balance  opposed  it.  But  not  a  single  letter  objected  to  our  en- 
dorsing as  such.  The  ten  percent  opposition  merely  objected  to  our  choice.  The  question 
whether  broadcasters  have  any  right  or  obligation  to  endorse  candidates  apparently 
bothered  everyone  except  the  audience. 

We  were  encouraged  by  the  public  reaction  because  of  our  own  convictions  about 
editorializing,  endorsing — and  the  connections  between  the  two.  We  happen  to  be 
convinced  that  both  the  right  and  the  obligation  to  endorse  candidates  for  public 
office  follow  generally  on  the  right  to  editorialize.  The  reasoning  is  simple:  when 
broadcasters  comment  on  public  questions,  they — no  less  than  publishers — ought  to 
come  up  with  the  answers.  And  in  democratic  societies,  the  ultimate  answers  come 
at  the  polls. 

Our  Group's  New  York  State  stations,  WTLB  (Utica-Rome),  WGVA  (Geneva) 
and  WALL  and  WALL-FM  (Midd'.etown),  for  example,  might  some  day  complain 
around  the  clock  about  the  pollution  of  the  Mohawk  and  Hudson  Rivers.  They  might 
even  pinpoint  the  causes  of  water  pollution  and  single  out  the  responsible  officials. 
So  far,  so  good.  But  without  at  least  the  possibility  of  carrying  through  on  Election 
Day,  our  influence  would  be  like  that  of  one  of  Detroit's  volatile  new  V-8  engines — 
running  with  the  governor  clamped  down  tight. 

Now,  of  course,  the  F.C.C.  not  only  allows  broadcasters  to  endorse;  it  encourages 
them — always  subject  to  the  complex  of  regulations  that  more  than  guarantees  fairness 
and  opportunities  for  other  candidates  to  reply. 

With  editorializing,  as  with  so  many  things,  "it  ain't  so  much  what  you  do,  but 
how  you  do  it."  Real  editorial  effectiveness  tends  to  hinge  on  the  style  in  which 
editorials  and  endorsements  are  presented. 

Anyone  interested  in  delivering  serious  information  and  opinions  to  large  numbers 
of  people  inevitably  wears  two  hats:  one  as  a  barker  or  entertainer,  working  to  fill 
the  house;  the  other  as  a  thinker  about  public  issues,  exposing  that  housefull  to  im- 
portant news  and  views. 

This  city's  great  newspapers  reflect  that  very  duality.  A  recent  copy  of  the  New 
Yofk  Times  devoted  68  percent  of  its  non-ad  lineage  to  hard  news  and  serious  corn-

Those  percentages  aren't  the  result  of  alchemy,  or  publishers'  whims.  They're  dic- 
tated by  facts,  especially  by  one  overwhelming  fact:  the  tree  may  fall  in  the  forest 
when  there's  nobody  there  to  hear  it,  but  it's  just  no  communication  when  a  sparkling 
editorial  appears  with  nobody  around  to  read  or  listen. 

That  fact  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  broadcasting  in  general,  and  with  the  philos- 
ophy behind  the  programming  of  our  stations  in  particular.  We  work  hard  to  build 
reach;  we  develop  an  audience  of  around  two  million  people  which  in  a  single  week 
is  equivalent  to  the  population  of  any  but  the  nation's  three  or  four  largest  cities. 

Having  drawn  audiences,  we  aim  to  expose  them  to  views  they  wouldn't — or 
couldn't — get  anywhere  else.  We  also  aim  for  action.  We're  interested  not  just  in  public 
enlightenment,  but  in  citizen  action — in  citizens  acting  in  their  own  interest.  We  think 
we  can  make  an  impact  on  government  when  we  reach  and  move  as  many  as  possible 
of  the  men  and  women  who  are  affected  by  government. 

It  just  wouldn't  be  possible  without  a  large  audience — an  audience  that  goes  be- 
yond those  already  convinced  and  includes  a  healthy  cross-section  of  the  metropolitan 
population.  When  we're  effective  it's  because  we  reach  a  total  audience  that  runs  in 
the  millions — and  because  government,  business  and  community  interest  know  we  do. 

There  are  problems  attached  to  editorializing — both  real  ones,  and  what  Times 
might  call  "non-problems." 

One  of  the  real  problems  is  with  news — with  objectivity  in  news.  When  the  broad- 
caster's newsmen — or  the  publisher's  reporters — know  he  carries  a  special  brief  for 
the  AMA,  or  the  ADA,  or  the  American  Trucking  Association,  or  the  American 
Indians — newsmen  should  ignore  it;  they  should  forget  it.  And  owners  and  managers 
and  editors  should  make  sure  their  news  staffs  forget  it.  The  news  function  just  doesn't 
include  the  care  and  feeding  of  front-office  egos. 

As  for  our  unreal  problems — they  sometimes  turn  real  because  broadcasters  worry 
about  the  wrong  things.  Such  as:  is  editorializing  good  business? 

As  it  happens,  we  think  editorializing  is  just  plain  good.  It  also  happens  to  be  good 
for  business  because  it  adds  to  broadcasting  excitement.  It  means  controversy.  Some 
of  us  are  nervous  when  our  switchboards  light  up  with  critical  calls  about  unpopular 
editorials  or  endorsements  - —  or  when  the  mail  turns  abusive  about  an  editorial 
campaign. 

But  we  ought  to  know  better.  We  ought  to  know  what  it  really  means  when  they 
phone  and  write — mad  or  glad.  It  means  someone  out  there — usually,  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  "someones" — are  out  there  listening  and  responding.  And  a  medium  that 
can  motivate  its  consumers  is  a  medium  that  can  do  a  job  for  eager  advertisers. 

There's  an  endless  and  circular  debate  about  broadcasting:  is  it  entertainment  or 
information  or  influence  or  selling?  Obviously,  it's  all  four.  If  we  don't  entertain  our 
viewers  and  listeners,  we  won't  have  them  around.  If  we  don't  sell  them  goods  and 
services,  we  won't  be  able  to  operate.  And  if  we  don't  inform  and  influence  them,  we 
won't  have  our  self-respect.  We  need  all  four,  and  we  think  all  four  are  in  the  public 
interest.
